Medical problems 


becoming political

The most distressing medi- 
cal ethical. problems stem 
from the fact that: medical 
technology provides us -with 
only limited, not total power 
* and control over human des- 
tiny, said Dr. Daniel Callahan 
speaking at McGill last night. 

Callahan pinpointed  deci- 
cision-making as one of the 
“most serious questions of 
power.” Society’s moral pro- 
blems can mushroom into 
political ones when a decision 
is made as to who controls this 
power. 

Callahan asked to what 
extent familiarity of medical 
technology and the numerous 
possibilities it provides should 
be made mandatory. Consider- 
ing that it can be determined 
early in pregnancy whether or 
not a fetus is genetically 
deficient, “should couples be 
allowed not to know if their 
child is defective?” “If we can 
force them into knowledge, 
should we force them into 
action?” 

It is argued that individuals 
have the “right to procreate 
without: interference from the 
state,” but “society has to live 
‘with the affect of the deformed 
children.” 

Another ethical question 
raised by Callahan was the 
extent to which the public 
should control scientific re- 


search. If a particular area of 
research is potentially hazard- 
ous to the public, should the 
public be able to halt that 
branch of research? Callahan 
termed medical research a 
“paradox" in that it may be both 
good and bad for society, but 
“ironically we have to do it to 
find out.” 

Callahan commented that an 
argument often heard in scien- 
tific and medical circles is that 
the scientific and medical 
professions “can take care of 
their own ethics.” Callahan 
stated that “no group ought to 
be left entirely to be its own 
judge,” especially if “what goes 
on in a profession has 
implications -that go beyond 
that profession.” 

Our medical ethics come 
from the “Judeo-Christian tra- 
dition, as well as western 
philosophy, which has led us to 
take every human life serious- 
ly.” 

The preservation of human 
dignity and personal freedom 
also enter into the arena of 
medical ethics, Through ad- 
vances in brain and psychosur- 
gery, it may be possible in the 
future to rehabilitate criminals 
and other social _ misfits. 
Memory and rational thought 
could also both be manipu- 
lated. Callahan stated that 
practising such surgery could

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starts sabbatical trauma

Senate yesterday disposed, 
for the time being at least, of 
its thorniest and longest-run- 
ning problem—the tenure de- 
bate. No sooner had it done 
that, however, than it started in 
on what may prove to be an 
equally thorny one—the sab- 
batical debate. 

Senate voted to send its 
tenure proposals, which it has 
been debating for the past five 
years, on to the University 
solicitor for review and com- 
ment. The solicitor will then 
make sure that the document 
contains no illegalities and no 
internal inconsistencies. 

The document will then 
proceed to the Board of 
Governors for review and then 
go back to Senate for final 
approval. After Senate ap- 
proves, the Principal will 
officially present the. new 
regulations to the Board of 
Governors for its approval. At 
that time the issue will finally 
be closed. 

It is hoped that all this will be 
accomplished before the end of 
term. DD 

Under. the. new regulations 
assistant professors will be 
limited to appointments not 
exceeding an aggregate of six 
years. During the fifth year the 
professor must be considered 


for promotion. 


Associate and full professors 
would be appointed for five 
years without tenure. During 
the_fourth year the professor 
must be considered for tenure. 
If tenure is refused the 
professor must pack up and 
leave. 

This ‘‘up-and-out” provision 
is the most significant portion 
of the new regulations. Under 
the present system, associate 
professors can be hired for an 
indefinite number of three-year 
terms, and dismissed for a 
variety of reasons. Tenured 
professors can be dismissed 
only for cause. It is hoped the 
new regulations will enable 
professors to plan more 
rationally for the future and will 
give them greater security. 

Full-time associate and full 
professors may request to be 
considered for tenure at any 
time during their appoint- 
ments. 

The new regulations also 
attempt to spell out the bases 
upon which tenure will be 


granted or denied. These are 


“scholarship (as exemplified in 
research and professional acti- 
vities), teaching, and general 
contributions to the Univer- 
sity.” 

The document goes on to 
state that ‘superior perfor- 
mances in more than one, but 
not necessarily all of these 
areas shall be required for the 
granting of tenure.” Conversely 
it states that “less than 


superior performance in two or 
more” of those areas are 
sufficient grounds for denial of 
tenure. 

Other grounds for the refusal 
of tenure are “lack of attention 
to the necessary business of 
the department, faculty and 
University; - incompatibility 
with colleagues sufficiently 
serious to interfere with the 
proper functioning of the 
department or other parts of the 
University; and previously es- 
tablished priorities which pre- 
vent the granting of tenure to 
the candidate,” which is 
translatable to long-term bud- 
get commitments which have 
phased the professor out. 

Tenure decisions will be 
made by a Senate Committee 
composed of two tenured 
members of the faculty to 
which the candidate belongs 
(appointed upon recommenda- 
tion of the Dean) and three 
other tenured professors from 
any faculties, although it is 
stipulated that no two of those 
three belong to the same 
faculty. 


This arrangement relieves 


Deans of faculties and collea-. 


gues who are close to the 
candidate from the perhaps 
unpleasant duty of blackballing 
their best friends.. 

Because the Tenure Commit- 
tee will be less than highly 
qualified to evaluate a candi- 
date’s competence (no member 
of the Tenure Committee will 
be from the same department 
as the candidate) it will choose 
three external evaluators for 
this task. These external 
evaluators will be paid. 

Yesterday's debate was un- 
eventful. Vice-principal Peder- 
sen, still in the Chair, warned 
Senators that if they wished to 
challenge the wording of the 
regulations they had “better 
give us a good idea of what you 
think is wrong with it and what 
you want it to say.” He then 
limited debate to an hour. 

After the gun went off 
Professor Antal Deutsch of the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Tenure 
Policy (which drafted the 
regulations) provided Senate 
with a gloss on his infamous 
“kissing” memo. This time he 
talked about “incest™ saying 
that he wanted “as little as 
possible.” 

During the free-for-all the 
regulations were criticized for 
not providing an adequate 
definition of tenure itself. 
Suppose the Board of Gover- 
nors wants to know what it is, 
Deutsch was asked. 

“| will respond in the best 
academic tradition,” he replied. 
What would he say? “Nothing.” 

Having got that off their 
chests Senate put the ques- 
tions and amazed itself by 
passing the regulations with 


only a lone dissenter, allthis a. 


full twenty minutes under the 
prescribed time limit. 

It looked for a moment as if 
the vote was unanimous, which 
prompted the Chair to make 
one or two gratultous com- 
ments about the advantages of 
Dean Vogel's being absent. 
Vice-principal Yaffe rose at this 
point to declaim that a 
unanimous vote was not the 
only advantage to Dean Vogel's 
absence. 

A round of applause for the 
intrepid Ad Hoc Committee on 
Tenure Policy All-Stars was 
called for, although the cham- 
pagne poured over Prof. 
Deutsch's head was nat. But 
that’s another story. 

Senate then moved on to 
discuss that other professorial 
plum, sabbatic leave. Debate 
on a new sabbatical policy has 
also been kicking around for a 
number of years, and if 
yesterday's meeting was any 
indication, might be kicking 
around for an even greater 
number. 

The issues involved are very 
complex and go to the heart of 
the  professional-humanities 
dichotomy at the University. 

The recommendations of the 
Committee on Sabbatic Leave 
Policy suggest that the justifi- 
cation for sabbatic leave “be 
seen solely as the opportunity 
for the pursuit of scholarship 
and academic renewal.” The 
case of the professor who does 
moonlighting as a consultant, 
of which there are many, 
becomes controversial. 

The question raised by many 
members of Senate was, is a 
professor who continued this 
outside work while on sabbati- 
cal pursuing scholarship and 
academic renewal? What 
makes the answer to this 
question so vital is that it hits 
the pocketbook. 

Sabbatic leaves are granted 
at full salary. Given that it is 
unfair for a professor to work 
full-time while on sabbatical 
and collect full salary from 
McGill, it was recommended 
that any extra money made 
during the sabbatical be de- 
ducted from salary, up to 100 
percent. 

Professor  d'Ombrain of 
Engineering argued, however, 
that a professor who does 
substantial consulting work 
while teaching would have to

The hitch is that the 
regulations of the Canada 


Council expressly state that the 
entire award must be deducted 
in the case of a travel grant. The 
purpose of these grants is not 
to make the professor rich but 
to enable the University to 
afford the professor's loss for a 
ear. 

The $4000 deduction, there- 
fore, discriminates against 
Canada Council holders who 
generally come from the 
humanities, since there is more 
private research money in the 
sciences and professions. The 
latter disciplines provide op- 
portunities for far more con- 
sulting work as well, leaving 
the arts professor at a real 
disadvantage with regard to 
sabbaticals. 

Faced with these problems, 
Senate did the noble thing— 
adjourned.

Because we have 
the technical ability to keep 
certain patients functioning 
bodily, do we have to apply 
such techniques in all cases? 

According to Callahan, the 
dilemmas of medical ethics, 
such as abortion, “can't be 
solved on an_ individualistic 
basis. The time has come fora 
public ethic; some attempt to 
have public standards. We do 
need a common ethic.” 

Callahan maintains it is not 
possible to refer all ethical. 
issues to the courts. He stated 
that although the United States 
Supreme Court has ruled 
abortion legal up to the 
24-week stage, the abortion 
issue has not been solved at 
all. Abortion is still not 
available in all parts of the 
U.S., and there exists a great 
deal of division on the issue. 

Callahan finished by stating 
that if we don’t have a common 
ethical code, “our only alterna- 
tive Is chaos, and chaos is just 
what we have.” 

After Callahan’s address, Dr. 
John Southin of the Depart- 
ment of Biology, who was 
acting as moderator, invited 
each of the four members of the 
panel to ‘make: remarks. Dr, — 
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its revolution acknowledging 
that the destiny of a country is 
in the power of the people, it 
would act as a dialectical force 
on the Tibetan people to 
neutralize the unbalance of 
political power of the Dalai 
Lama and the ruling elite, 
letting them find their own 
mood. China could support the 
people in their own liberation:

Peter Gillette, Obstetrician- 
Gynecologist, and member of 
the Therapeutic Abortion Board 
of Montreal General, stated 
that “abortion remains a highly 
contentious issue.” Speaking 
in more general terms of 
medical research, he stated 
that some medical decisions, 
such as the determination of 
the sex of a child “will be made 
by economics.” 

Rabbi Jerome Wolicki, of the 
Beth Ora Congregation, agreed 
with Callahan on the need for a 
public moral standard, and 
asked, “How do we know what 
the quality of any human's life 
is?” 

Dr. Joseph Lella of the 
Department of History of 
Medicine proposed that pro- 
blems of medical ethics could 
be solved by a “return to the 
search for knowledge in an 
organic sense,” and that 
“decisions will have to be made 
in reference to a broader level 

Reverend Roger Balk of the 
Chaplaincy Services echoed 
Callahan’s call for a common 
moral code. Balk stated that. 
“religion can no longer claim 
the right to decide ethics.” 
However, he warned _ that 


“political and judicial realms 
are the new religions of our 
society,” implying the change 
‘is: not completely for the better.

Ehrlich says the key to continued life on 
earth is to have less people. 

When Ehrlich closed the University of 
Ottawa's 8-day Festival of Life February 
1 he gave the 1,000 people there a 
prediction: “Either birth rates go down 
or death rates will go up.” 

“If we shared all food equally 
everyone would have just enough,” he 
conceded, observing however “there are 
2 million to 20 million deaths each year 
due to maldistribution” of world food 
resources. : 

He concluded that “people have not 
which he 
suggested was ‘necessary for” fair food 
distribution. Therefore, he contended 
we should “try and'design a world” that 
recognizes our unsaintly nature; one 
which admits that some are going to 


‘end up “with the short end of the stick” 


but which ensures that even they “have 
plenty to eat.” | 
Thus Ehrlich joins the ranks of those 


who recognize that the main problem in 


the world is'economic inequality, but 


‘who pose solutions to our problems 


which do nothing to challenge that 
fundamental inequality. 

On the surface Ehrlich plays the role 
of a dedicated scientist burdened with 
information which points to a hard- 





nosed solution he feels obligated to # 


communicate and fight for. He almost 
quit the fight once, he says, to pursue 
laboratory research on butterflies and 
plant-insect inter-relationships but, 
encouraged by population control 
progress in North America he has 
continued. 

While the story ne tells of mass 
Starvation and nuclear war based on a 


struggle for a piece of the world’s g@ 


diminishing food and resources is 
indeed grim, his solutions, based on 


facts compiled from over 15 years of . 


scientific research, seem astonishingly 
simple, shortsighted, if not chauvin- 
istic. 

The story goes like this: 
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World population has doubled to 4 | : 


billion since 1930: and is expected to 
double again by the year 2000. While 
world food production has been rising 
it's likely to drop ‘in absolute terms 
because weather from 1930 to 1960 was 
the best for agricultural production in 
the last 1,000 years. 

With a return to normal weather— 
more variations and fluctuation—the 


risk of crop failures around the world is 


high. ‘For’ instance, last year: Russian - + 


grain belt production fell short by 79 


million metric tons. Should a. similar 


situation occur alongside a production 
shortage in the U.S. grain belt, and 
failure of the Indian monsoon, millions 
would starve. 

A study quoted by Ehrlich points toa 


-20-year drought cycle in- the U.S. 
mid-west. Early weather reports indi- : 


cate it might start .this year. And 


another study shows’ that the Indian ; 


monsoon fails every two years. The last 
time it failed was in 1974. 

To augment this, genetic variability in 
crop plants is running dangerously low 
because many countries are planting 
the same crops. 

So if our food supply is marginal, 
Ehrlich concludes we must reduce 
population. That will be no easy task, 
he says, because a Harvard demo- 
graphic study proves even if aveage 
family sizes in nations with high birth 
rates dropped immediately to four, 
overall population would still increase 
2.5 times before levelling off, simply 
from the pressure of existing numbers. 

One step in reducing population, 
says Ehrlich, is to “look at the factors 
that make people want to have large 
families and change some of these." 

At the same time he admits that large 
families -in poor nations are an 
economic necessity for individual 
family needs even through they inhibit 
overall economic growth. 

He attributes the population decline 
in North America to unemployment, a 
rise in the standard of living, and the 
success of the women’s liberation 
movement. 

It's obvious Ehrlich already knows 
why some people “want to have large 
families.” Plus, he has observed the 
factors leading to population decline in 
North America. Yet he fails to mention 
how those solutions can apply to poor 
nations. By doing so he has effectively 
soothed the conscience of North 
Americans by washing their hands of 
the food and resource maldistribution 
problem. 

He has lifted the burden of sharing 
from North American shoulders. 

.But-more importantly, he has skirted 
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the issue of the political upheaval 


necessary to redistribute wealth in 
those poor nations, many of which are 
typified by extremely wealthy elites and 
impoverished masses. 


- It is in this context that Ehrlich's 
vehement opposition to the widespread 
use of nuclear power becomes clear. He 
raises the very real problems of nuclear 
waste disposal and risk of accidents, 
but hints at the future necessity of 
global triage and possible radioactive 
terrorism. 


Triage refers to a sorting method 
used in the first world war in which 
seriously injured soldiers were left to 
die and those with minor injuries left to 
help themselves, thereby concentrating 
aid on those who had a good chance of 
survival. 


The issue was first raised during the 
Festival of Life by Canadian geneticist 
David Suzuki who rejected it, asking, 
“Will we soon be talking abut cutting 
ou aid to the Third World?" Little did he 

now. 


When Ehrlich was asked what the 
probable cause of an increased death 
rate would be, if birth rates didn’t go 
down, he did not discuss food and 
resource shortages. Instead he said the 
cause would likely be nuclear war. In 
his address he said if the world follows 
the wrong track affluent North America 
would literally be a “lifeboat”. He 
hastened to.add that the lifeboat would

be very vulnerable if deprived nations 
were armed with nuclear weapons. 

And to ensure the lifeboat doesn't 
become overcrowded before the poss- 
ible crunch comes, Ehrlich suggests 
the United States and Canada should 
restrict immigration “save for humani- 
tarian reasons.”’ 

He also advocates government 
following a philosophy of ‘“macro- 
control and micro-freedom” by putting 
“the clamps on upstream". For 
instance, government should decide 
how much petroleum a country can 
afford to use and then let the market 
decide what goods to produce. 
Ehrlich nelects the 
problem of widespread monopolistic 
control of oil resources, and the 
injustice of a distribution system based 
on ability to pay rather than need. 

While his concern for the environ- 
mental havoc the human race has 
caused is well based in fact and his 
message that unless a proper ecolog- 
ical balance is struck it will mean the 
end of us all should be seriously 
considered, Ehrlich's North American 
chauvinism has not allowed the need 
for a parallel political balance to enter 
his solutions. 

He says, “there's a small probability 
of making it.” But if the rest of the 
world doesn't pull through, it's clear 
Paul Ehrlich stands on the side of 
“lifeboat” North America, and wants to 
ensure that it’s well-stocked.
